5. Claims 1-22 are allowed over the prior art for the reasons outlined by the 
Applicant in the Remarks of 4/2/2009. Further search by the Examiner turned the 
Aversano at al. paper directed to document management. The Aversano paper is 
concerned with the creation and management of electronic documents in the modern 
organization, it is silent as to the details of the dynamic customization afforded to the 
user in the creation and management of the electronic document and the interaction of 
the various databases with the user and the electronic document.
